“The scripture cannot be broken.”—John 10:35. 


Jesus, whom we call Christ, 
was a devoted believer im and fol- 
lower of the sacred Scriptures. He 
taught such an attitude to His 
disciples. This fact is abundantly 
recorded in all four of the gospels. 


_.These gospels, we must remember, 
‘are the only direct and original. 


sources we have of the knowledge 
of what Jesus did and taught. 
Should we reject as reliable these 
records; we should have no other 
reasonable knowledge of anything 
He did or said. We would have no 
“Christ” except that created of 
our own imaginations, and we 
would have no justification for as- 
soctating the name of “Christ” 
with such-an imaginary creation. 
There ig no other justified use of 
the term “Jesus Christ” than to 
use it of the One revealed in the 
gospels. ‘If these records are not 
true, we have no way of knowing 
anything that Jesus did or taught. 

Jesus’s confirmation of the re- 
liability and authority of the 
Scriptures is remarkable, both in 
the particular details that are 
verified,-and-in-the~comprehensive 
sweep of this approval. Let us 
first notice the incidents cited by

Jesus Said Bible Incidents 

Really Happened 

Jesus cites the Genesis record 
of creation as the reason for His 
disapproval of divorce. “He ans- 
wered, ‘Have you not read that he 
who made them from the begin- 
ning made them male and female, 
and said, “For this reason shall 
a man leave his father and moth- 
er and be joined to his wife, and 
the two shall become one’? So 
they are no longer two, but one. 
Wherefore, what God hath joined 
together, let not man pul asunder’”’ 
(Matt. 19:4-6; Mark 10:6). Jesus 
bases His teaching on the Genesis 
record, The argument has no ba- 
sis unless the Genesis record is 
true. If the story is mythical, or 
if it is a figurative covering for 
countless years of evolutionary 
development, the argument Jesus 
makes is baseless, and the rea- 
son He presents is false. To honor 
the words of Jesus is to discount 
the evolutionary hypothesis. 


In Luke 11:51 Jesus refers to 
Abel as a historical character 
whose blood should be required, 
along with that of Zacharias, of 
“this generation.” 

The record of Noah and the 
flood is cited by Jesus as true his- 
torical fact, and is an illustration 
of the days that shall be before 
His coming again, (Matt. 24:37- 
39, Luke 17: 26, 27). “As it was in 
the days of Noah, so shall it be in 
the days of the Son of Man,” 

Abraham is mentioned as a per- 
son to whom had been revealed 
the later coming of Jesus. “Your 
father Abraham rejoiced that he 
was to see my day; he saw it and 


was glad” (John 8:56). 
Jesus tells us that fire really 
fell from Heaven and destroyed 


Sodom and Gomorrah on the day 
that Lot fled the city (Luke 17: 
28-30, 32). 
Jesus exhorted men to remem-

People are so molded by the 
literature they read that it seems 
impossible to have a great revival 
nation-wide without great revival 
preaching in print, great revival 
literature.

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Jesus and the Authority 
of Scripture

ber Lot’s wife (vs. 32), and the 
only mention made of her is that 
of her being turned into a pillar of 
salt. 

Thus Jesus confirms incidents of 
Scripture that are often scoffed 
at by skeptics. 


Jesus Repeatedly Recognized 
Moses as. the Author of 
Genesis, Inspired of God 

Jesus certainly believed that 
Moses was the author of the Pen- 
tateuch. in Mark 12:26 He says, 
“Have you not read in the book of 
Moses, in the passage about the 
bush, how God said to him, ‘I am 
the God of Abraham, the God of 
Isaac, and the God of Jacob’?” 
And the quotation is from Exodus 
3:6. Incidentally, the argument 
here seems to rest on the tense of 
the verb. Did Jesus believe in ver- 
bal inspiration? Some modern 
know-it-alls could be a bit too 
skeptical. 

In John 7:19 Jesus said, “Did 
not Moses give you the law?” In 
verse 22 He said, ‘“‘Moses gave you 
circumcision (not that it is from 
Moses, but from the fathers)” This 
agrees with the Exodus record 
which reports that Moses put into 
the law what was already custom. 
In John 7:23 Jesus refers again 
to the law of Moses, and in Mark 
7:9, 10 says, “You have a fine way 
of rejecting the commandment of 
God, in order to keep your own 
tradition! For Moses said, ‘Honor 
your father and mother™ and, ‘He 
who speaks evil of father or moth- 
er, let him surely die’.”” Jesus here 
calls the command of Moses the 
command of God. 

It is interesting to note that Je- 
sus considers the imposition of the 
death penalty on those who dis- 
honor father or mother, not a 
cruel, inhuman decree of a heath- 
en society, but as a command of 
God. This is Jesus’ teaching, and 
it emphasizes the fact that neith- 
er in the Old Testament nor in the 
New Testament do such severe 
civil commands as capital punish- 
ment contradict the .other -person- 
al commands such as, “Love thy 
neighbor as thyself.” 


Jesus Believed the Old Testa- 
ment Account of Miracles 
Jesus gave full credence to the 

record of such incidents as the 

sending of manna from Heaven. 

“Your fathers ate manna in the 

wilderness, and they died” (John 

6:49). The fact that deadly ser- 

pents came among the Isrealites 

in the wilderness as a penalty for 
their sins, and that a brazen ser- 

pent mounted on a pole was a 

means of healing from their poi- 

Son, was used of Jesus as a pic- 

ture of His own being lifted up 

for the healing of the world’s sin 

(John 3:14, 15). 

In Luke 4:25-27 Jesus confirms 
the record of Elijah’s sojourn dur- 
ing the years of famine in the 
widow’s home, and also the mir- 
acle by which Naaman was clean- 
sed of leprosy during the ministry 
of Elisha. Anyone who respects 
Jesus should read this part of His 
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teaching before he mocks at the 
record of miracles performed dur- 
ing Elisha’s ministry, lest he 
mock not only the unknown auth- 
or of II Kings, but also Jesus 
Christ. 

In Matthew 12:42 Jesus con- 
firms that the Queen of Sheba 
really did come from a distant 
land to hear the wisdom of Solo- 
mon. 


In Matthew 12:39-41 Jesus says 
“For as Jonah was three days 
and three nights in the belly of 
the whale, so will the Son of man 
be three days and three nights in 
the heart of the earth.”’ The Jonah 
record,. stock ridicule of the scof- 
fers, was enough believed and re- 
spected by Jesus that He made it 
the sign and seal of His own tri- 
umphant death and resurrection. 
To deny or ridicule this record is 
surely to contradict the spirit and 
teaching of Jesus on this matter. 


The later Old Testament books 
were surely believed by Jesus for 
He refers to the death of Zacha- 
riah in the temple as recorded in 
Ii Chronicles 24: 20, 21 (Luke 11: 
51). Even the book of Daniel, Je- 
sus looks upon as the Word of God 
in the sense that its prophecies 
will be fulfilled (Matt. 24:15). “So 
when you see the desolating sac- 
rilege spoken of by the prophet 
Daniel, standing in the holy place 
(let the reader understand).” 

For one to reason that in such 
references as these just mention- 
ed Jesus is only accommodating 
His speech to .the understanding 
of the people, is to reason in dir- 
ect contradiction to the record. 
Jesus did not apply Himself to 
confirming false notions and sup- 
erstitions, but to correcting them. 
Repeatedly Jesus claimed that 
His teachings were truth, that He 
Himself was truth. It would be a 
contradiction of this to cay that 
He parroted the preconceived sup- 
erstitions of the people. It was not 
unusual to hear Him say things 
as, “Ye do err, not knowing the 
scriptures, nor the power of God’ 
(Mark 12:24). We find no basis 
in the record -for inferring that 
Jesus referred to these incidents 
as true only because the people 
believed them to be true. 

Jesus Took the Seripture as 
Final Authority as God’s 
Revelation 

In many situations Jesus resort- 
ed to the Scriptures as a final au- 
thority as to righteousness and 
the will of God. At the outset of 
His public ministry, Satan is pie- 
turéd as coming to Him to tempt 
away from His Father's will. He 
answered each temptation with, 
“It is written,” a word from the 
Scripture. His answers are found 
in Deuteronomy 6:13, 16, and Deu- 
teronomy 8:3. Deuteronomy has 
been most severly discounted by 
unbelieving critics, but Jesus quo- 
ted it as the Word of God, and 
found it adequate to repel the 
strongest temptations of evil. 

When questioned on the subject 
of divorce, Jesus found the appro- 
priate answer in the Scripture 
(Matt. 19:4-6). 

When the Sadducees sprang on 
Him their prize puzzler about the 
resurrection, He not only found 
adequate answer in the Scriptures, 
but He pointed out to them the 
cause of their laek of knowledge 
on the subject. “You are wrong 
because you know neither the 
scriptures, nor the power of God.” 

Jesus’ words, “Have you not 
read what was said to you by 
God?” (vs. 31), refer to the words 
recorded in Exodus 3:6, which He 
quotes, and indicates that these 
words were said not ohly to Moses, 
but to all the people who read the 
Scripture, and said to them by 
God, He would urge upon us that 
the words we read in the sacred 
Scriptures are God speaking to 
us. 

When Jesus gave the famous 
“Golden Rule,” He did not present 
it as a new principle, but said, 
“For this is the law and the pro- 
phets” (Matt. 7:12). He condensed 
the ancient messages into one sen- 
tence of compelling power and at- 
tractiveness, but the message 
was the same the prophets had 


| Matt. 17:9-12). 


would surely agree with Hebrews 
1:1, that “God .. . spake in time 
past unto the fathers by the pro- 
phets.” The prophet’s message 
was God speaking. 


Jesus Believed Bible Prophe- 
sies Were Supernatural and 
Must Be Fulfilled 

A prominent factor in Jesus’ 
emphasis on the Scriptures was 
His confident assurance that the 
messages and promises that God 
had spoken in other years by the 
prophets were being fulfilled in 
Him, and that all the prophecies 
of the Scriptures must be ful- 
filled. The message of Malachi, 
the last of the Old Testament pro- 
phets, is considered by Jesus to 
present, four hundred years be- 
fore it occurred, God’s announce- 
ment of the ministry of John the 
Baptist. This is a positive word 
(Matt. 11:10-15; Luke 7:27). “This 
is he of whom it is written, ‘Be- 
hold, I send my messenger before 
thy face, who shall prepare thy 
way before thee.’ ’’ The quotation 
is from Malachi 3:1. Jesus further 
adds that John is the “Elijah” 
whom Malachi declared should 
come before the “great and dread- 
ful day of the Lord’ (Mal. 4:5). 
Jesus presents it as a definite pro- 
phecy, particularly fulfilled (See 


In like manner, Jesus found in 
the prophets clear pictures of His 
own life and work, supernaturally 
foretold, which laid out before Him 
definitely the work His Father 
had promised He would do, and to 
Jesus the fulfillment of these 
prophecies were 4 MUST. “For I 
tell you that this scripture MUST 
be fulfilled in me, ‘And he was 
reckoned with the transgressors’; 
for what is written about me has 
its fulfillment” (Luke 22:37 and 
24:44, also Matt. 26:54-56). In Je- 
sus’ sermon in His» home town of 
Nazareth, in the first part of His 
ministry, He presented Himseitf 
as the Saviour whom Isaiah had 
foretold. He read Isaiah 62:1, 2 and 
declared, without question as to 
Isaiah’s authority or His own ful- 
fillment of the ancient prophecy, 
“Today hath this scripture been 
fulfilled in your ears” (Luke 4: 
21). 

Jesus ministry was not weaken- 
ed and made anemic by wavering 
and uncertainty and questioning 
as to what was true, as to wheth- 
er God had spoken a positive and 
definite message to His people! He 
knew what was true, and He spoke 
as one having authority. He found 
the imprint of His own person in 
the history of the patriarchs. 
“Your father Abraham rejoiced 
that he was to see my day; he saw 
it and was glad” (John 8:56). 
Moses had told about Him. “If 
you believed Moses, you would 
believe me, for he wrote of me. 
But if you do not believe his writ- 
ings, how shall. ye believe my 
words?” (John 5:46, 47). This 
word questions whether one may 
believe Jesus unless he beleves 
the writings of Moses. This is 
even more true today since Jesus 
has completely confirmed the writ- 
ings of Moses. To this agrees Je- 
sus’ words in Luke 16:31, “If they 
hear not Moses and the prophet 
neither will they be persuaded, 
though one rose from the dead,” 
Usually those who reject Moses, 
also reject the resurrection. Jesus 
taught that David’s writing was 
“inspired by the Holy Spirit,” and 
that David prophesied of Him. 
“David himself, imspired by the 
Holy Spirit declared, “The Lord 
said unto my Lord, “Sit at my 
right hand, till I put thy enemies 
under thy feet’ * (Mark 12:36 and 
Matt, 22:41, 46). Jesus cited to His 
disciples many passages in the 
Psalms and Prophets which fore- 
told His suffering, death, and fre- 
surrection (Luke 24:44), and each 
of the evangelists cite some of 
these Scriptures which were fulfil- 
led, evidently those which Jesus 
had pointed out (Matt. 1:22; 2: 
15, 17; 23; 8:17; 12:17; 13:25; 22:4; 
27:9; 35;; Mk. 15:28; John 12:38; 
John 19:24; John 19:36). 

Jesus Declared Repeatedly 
That His Atoning Death Was 
Foretold in Scripture 

The death of Jesus has central 
place in the story of His earthly 
experience both in the gospel nar- 
ratives and in its theological sig- 
nificance. Jesus placed the larg- 
est emphasis on it in His teach- 
ings, and gave*it a strange rela- 
tionship to the fulfillment of the 


Scriptures. “And taking the 
twelve aside, he said to them, 
‘Behold, We are going up to Jeru- 
salem, and everything that is 
written of the son of man by the 
prophets will be accomplished. 
For He will be delivered to the 
Gentiles, and will be mocked and 
shamefully entreated, and spit 
upon; they will scourge him and 
kill him, and on the third day he 
will rise’ But they understood 
none of these things” (Luke 18: 
31-34). At the eating of the Pass- 
over Supper in Jerusalem the eve- 
ning before His arrest, “He ans- 
wered, ‘He who dippeth his hand 
with me in the dish will betray me- 
The Son of Man goeth as it is 
written of him” (Matt. 26:23, 24, 
Mark 14:20, 21). And again the 
same evening, “Jesus said to them, 
‘You will all fall away because of 
this night; for it is written, “I 
will strike the shepherd, and the 
sheep will be scattered” (Matt. 26: 
31, Mark 14:27). Jesus seemed to 
derive deep satisfaction and as- 
surance in His trying experiences 
from the remembrance that the 
Scripturés had prophesied these 
things, and that He was truly ful- 
filling the things His Father had 
promised centuries before that he 
would suffer. In the discourse~on 
the way from the upper room to 
the garden, He derives comfort in 
the midst of apparent failure from 
the written word in the Psalms 
(John 15:24, 25), “Now they have 
seen and hated both me and my 
Father. It is to fulfill the word 
that is written im their law, 
‘They hated me without a cause’ ” 
(Psa. 69:4). 


He seems to feel that since the 
Scriptures said it that way, it was 
not possible for it to be otherwise. 
He was prepared for the shocking 
betrayal at the hand of Judas by 
His knowledge and belief of the 
Seriptures. After the washing of 
the disciples feet, we hear Him 
say, “I am not speaking of you 
all; I know whom I have chosen; 
It is that the scripture may be 
fulfilled, ‘He who ate my bread 
has lifted his heel against me’ ” 
(cf. Psa. 41:9). His earlier warn- 
mg that He had chosen twelve, 
but that one of them was a devil 
(John 6:60), may have been based 
on the revelation from Scripture 
instead of from judgment of hu- 
man nature. His prayer in the 
Gardep of Gethsemane expresses 
His feeling that the loss of Judas 
was unavoidable since it had been 
foretold in Scripture. He says, “I 
have guarded them, and none of 
them is lost but the son of perdi- 
tion, that the scripture might be 
fulfilled” (John 17:12). His con- 
fidence in the Scriptures as God's 


word in these houre is repeatedly 
confirmed in the gospels. His ans- 
wer to the arresting mob in the 
Garden of Gethsemane is signifi- 
cant: “Day after day I was with 
you in the temple teaching, and 
you did not seize me. But let the 
‘scriptures be fulfilled” (Mark 14: 
49). His whole life was dedicated 
to doing the will of God, and He 
found this will clearly revealed in 
the Scriptures. 


The record of Jesus’ death is 
strangely alive with references 
from the Old Testament. Jesus’ 
agonized cry, “My God, why hast 
thou forsaken me?” is a quotation 
from Psalm 22:1. It not only ex- 
pressed His anguish in that hour, 
but it seems also to be a plea to 
the Jews standing by to read again 
their familiar twenty-second 
Psalm and see how its prophesies 
were being fulfilled before their 
eyes. The evangelists point out 
some particular items of fulfill- 
ment: the parting of His garments 
and casting of lots (John 19:24, 
Psa. 22:18), the challenge of the 
scribes unbelief (Matt, 27:42, Ps. 
22:8), and others that one cannot 
fail to see in the reading of the 
twenty-second Psalm and the six- 
ty-ninth Psalm (See also John 
19:36, 37). 


In rebuilding the shocked faith 
of His disciples after His resur- 
rection, Jesus relied strongly on 
the Scriptures. In talking to the 
two on the way to Emmaus (Luke 
24:13-27), He placed the strong- 
est emphasis on believing the 
Scriptures. “He said unto them, 
‘O foolish men, and slow of heart 
to believe all that the prophets 
have spoken. Was it not neces- 
sary that the Christ should suf- 
fer these things and enter into 
his glory? And beginning with 
Moses and all the prophets, He in- 
terpreted to them in all the scrip- 
tures the things concerning him- 
self’.” 

Go back and read Jesus’ words 
again! What stronger words could 
be spoken in confirmation of the 
reliability of the Scriptures? All 
the Scriptures!. Jesus classes as 
“foolish” and “slow of heart” 
those who do not believe “all that 
the prophets have spoken.” Hear 
Him again as He talks to the dis- 
ciples in the upper room (Lake 
24:44-46): “These are my~words 
which I spoke to. you while I was 
yet with you that everything 
written about me in the law of 
Moses and the prophets and the 
Psalms must be fulfilled" Then 
opened He their minds to under- 
stand the scriptures, and said to 
them, “Thus it is written that the 
Christ should suffer and on the

Jesus Says the Word of God 
Is Infallible and Eternal 
The teaching ‘throughout the 

ministry of Jesus has always the 

Same respect for all the Scrip- 


tures as is manifest in the words 


concerning His death and resur- 
rection. He quotes at different 
times from at least ninteen books 
of the Old Testament, making as 
many as. thirty-nine quotations 
from it. Repeatedly He gives com- 
prehensive approval of the Scrip- 
tures in highest terms. In John 
17:17 He says, “Consecrate them 
in the truth, thy word is truth.” 
In John 5:39 He says, “Search the 
scriptures; for in them ye think 
ye have eternal life: they testify 
of me.” In John 10:35 He says 
parenthetically, “And the scrip- 
ture cannot be broken.”’ But the 
word is no less emphatic because 
it is parenthetically spoken. In 
Matthew 22:29 He urges. the 
knowledge and belief of the Scrip- 
tures as a basis of knowing the 
truth, when He says to the Saddu- 
cees, “You are wrong, because 
you know neither the scriptures 
nor the power. of .God.” In Mat- 
thew 5:17, 18 Jesus gives testi- 
mony to the enduring faithfulness 
of the Scriptures when He Says, 
“Think not that I am come to 
abolish the law and the prophets; 
for I have not come to abolish 
them but to fulfill them. For ver- 
ily I say unto you, till heaven and 
earth pass, not one iota, not one 
dot, will pass from the law until 
all is accomplished.” Again in 
Luke 16:17 He assures us, “It is 
easier for heaven and earth to 
pass away, than for one dot of 
the law to become void,” 


It would be difficult to find 
stronger language in which to ex- 
press the authority of the Scrip- 
tures, than that used in these 
passage# by Jesus. 

Some have thought that Jesus 
in the discourse in Matthew .5:21- 
48 is attempting to correct and 
improve on the law of Moses. He 
Himself disclaims this purpose 
(vs. 17). He clears away false im- 
plications which had been added to 
the law. The law had never said, 
“Hate your enemy,” as some had 
wished and wishfully interpreted. 
“An eye for an eye and a tooth 
for a tooth” had never been given 
as a basis for personal retaliation. 
It was the rule for civil law, the 
rule of justice. It is the only just 
basis for civil law. Moses had 
taught, “Thou shalt love thy 
neighbor as thyself” as the basis 
for persofial relations. The civil 
law is necessary restraint for 
those who will not follow the spir- 
itual precept. The civil law had 
permitted divorce, but Jesus found 
in the law of Moses the record of 
creation which set the perfect 
standard for marriage. Jesus 
pointed out to His disciples that 
the Mosaic law was not given as 
a standard for personal righteous- 
ness. Moses was dealing in practi- 
cal terms with a multitude of 
hard-hearted, rebellious people, 
out of a backgreund of slavery and 
idolatry. Unregenerate people can 


no more be restrained or guided | 


by spiritual principles today than 
in. Moses’s day. All modern his- 
tory gives abundant evidence of 
this fact. 


Jesus places in emphatic con- 
trast the “traditions of men” and 
the “commandments of God” 
(Mark 7:1-13; Matt. 15:1-10). “In 
vain do they worship me, teach- 
ing as their doctrines the com- 
mandments of men. Ye leave the 
commandment of God to hold fast 
the traditions of men.” Jesus 
quotes this word from Isaiah as 
His text for saying, “Full well do 
ye reject the commandment of 
God, that ye may keep your tra- 
dition. For Moses said, ‘Honor thy 
father and mother’ and, ‘He that 
speaketh evil of his father and 
mother, let him die the death’: 
but ye say ‘if a man shall say to 
his father or mother, “That where- 
with thou mightest have been pro- 
fited by me is Corban” (that is 
to say, Given to God) ye no long- 
er suffer him to do aught for his 
father or mother; making void 
the word of God by your tradition, 
which ye have delivered; and 
many such like things ye do.’” 
Here Jesus denounces the popular 
ecclesiastical theory that tradi- 
tion and “the experience of the 
church” may be accepted as au- 
thority in matters of religion. 
“Moses said,” 


Jesus recognized as the ‘“com- 
mandments of God.” Traditions 
He spoke of as being only of men 
and not binding. A great and div- 
isive issue in religious circles to- 
day would be dissolved if profes- 
sed followers of Jesus would be- 
lieve His teachings on this ques- 
tion. The authority of the Scrip- 
tures remains a central issue of 
Christianity. 

Those Who Scorn the Scrip- 

ture Deny the Saviour 

Jesus’ estimate of. the author- 
ity of the Scriptures should be of 
tremendous weight to any stu- 
dent of Christian thought. Those 
who regard Him as the “Lord 
Christ” will regard His testimony 
as conclusive. Those who think 
of Him as only a teacher will rec- 
ognize in Him a teacher of rare 
insight and understanding, and 
one who, since He lived two thou- 
Sand years nearer to the sources 
of Bible literature than we do, 
has many advantages in judging 
their reliability. His testimony, 
thus, should have great weight. 
There are some points in Scripture 
that to us may seem -contradic- 
tory. We need to remember that 
we do not know all of the facts 
on these points, and not knowing 
them, might graciously admit 
that Jesus could know more about 
it than we do. It- would be reason- 
able to have that confidence in 
His judgment, 


It has been suggested that com- 
plete faith in the Scriptures is 
almost idolatry, for it tends to 
worship a “book.” This suggestion 
is misleading. The issue is: Is the

your vineyards and your fig trees 


‘and your olive trees increased, the 


palmerworm devoured them: yet 
have ye not returned unto me, 
saith the Lord. I have sent among 
you the pestilence after the man- 
ner of Egypt: your young men 
have I slain with the sword.” 

“Your young men, I have slain 
with the sword!” Do you know 
who killed our boys and why they 
are sleeping yonder on the Pacific 
Islands and in Germany? Do you 
know why many of us have lost 
our Own loved ones? God killed 
our boys! Don’t blame Hitler, 
brother! Blame the sins of Amer- 
ica! Blame your own sins! It is 
because of sin that God sends 
war! War is a punishment. It is 
hard to convince people about 
that, but God says so in His Word. 
War is one of His four sore judg- 
ments. We say Hitler is to blame. 
Not altogether. God raised up 
Hitler to punish the world! Great 
must be the world’s sin for God 
to release such a horrible scourge. 
We read in the book of Daniel that 
God sets over the kingdoms of 
earth “‘the basest of men” and 
“giveth it to whomsoever He will’ 
(Dan. 4:17). God raised up Hitler 
as a scourge because of: the sins 
of the world, to try to get us to 
repent, and our bodys. have died 
and shed their precious blood over- 
seas. God had to destroy them to 
wake us up and keep us from a 
greater bloodbath. God never sends 
us a pain except to save us from 
a greater one! 

Just as sure as we are here. we 
must repent of our sins. Now that 
is in the Bible. That isn’t Jesse 
Hendley talking; that is the Word 
of God. God says, “Your young 
men have I slain with the sword,” 
just as though He Himself took 
the bombs and the bayonets and 
killegG them with His own hands. 
He had to do it! And He did it in 
love, trying to get you te repent, 

While our boys were dying in 
battle, I saw iniquity in a great 
tidal wave up and down the streets 
of the cities of America, and I 
did not see any signs of repent- 
ance. Yet our boys were having to 
die because of the sins of Amer- 
icans! With all my soul I am 
giving you this warning. I am not 
a prophet, nor the son of a propet, 
but I know what this Book 
teaches, and I know the nature of 
God. As sure as we sit here to- 
night, America is splurging in the 
greatest spending spree: we have 
ever had—-more money in our 
pockets than ever before, more 
food than we have ever had, and 


"more sin and defiance of God and 


His holy Book! If we do not have 
a revival, it will not be very long 
until we will be face to face with 
another great bloodbath. God 
says, “Your young men have I 
slain with the sword.” And if we 
do not repent, He is going to 
permit more of them to be killed. 
If we do not repent, God will turn 
loose upon us the hounds of Hell 
and try again to make us repent. 

A lot of people have repented 
only because they had blood to 
come their way. Many a man 
would never have bent his knee 
for any other reason. Listen, there 
will be more souls in Heaven be- 


cause of that war than if it had 
never been fought. God looks at 
it from the eternal viewpoint. 

I read cn. God says, “I have 
taken away your horses; ang I 
have made the stink of your 
camps to come up unto your 
nostrils: yet have ye not returned 
unto me, saith the Lord” (Amos 
4:10). Do you see the object? It 
is to get you to return to God. 
There is more iniquity in Atlanta 
today than there was during the 
war days, and there was plenty 
then. More sin! There is no evi- 
dence of real turning to God. 

The Case Is Hopeless 

Then God Says, “I have over- 
thrown some of you, as God over- 
threw Sodom and Gomorrah, and 
ye were as a firebrand plucked 
out of the burning: yet have ye 
not returned unto me, saith the 
Lord. Therefore [the case is hope- 
less} thus will I do unto thee, O 
Israel: and because I will do this 
unto thee, prepare to meet thy 
God” (Amos 4:11, 12). They re- 
fuseg to return under punishment, 
and now the case is hopeless. There 
is nothing left for God to do but 
to utterly destroy, as He did Sodom 
ang Gomorrah. 

The Text 


Now my text is Romans 1:18: 
“The wrath of God is revealed from 
heaven against all ungodliness and 
unrighteousness of men.” And my 
subject is fourfold. First, God. I 
want to talk to you about God. 
People do not know God. The God 
of the imagination is not the God 
of the Bible. I want to know the 
God whom I am going to meet 
when my heart stops beating. 
There is only one place I can go 
to know. Him and that is in the 
Bible. Then I want to talk to you 
about Juvenile Delinquency. And 
then, Its Cause, the cause of this 
tidal wave of iniquity such as we 
have never before had. And finally, 
Its Cure, or, what is the answer 


to it all 
I. God 

Some people think-of God as a 
good, old white-haired Man who 
will wink at sin. But that ig not 
so, my friends. That is a false 
idea of God. To be sure, God is 
love. And when a sinner will re- 
pent and turn ‘to God, He is ready 
to forgive and save. 

The story of the prodigal son 
is the sweetest story ever told. I 
know that story because I once 
was the prodigal son. When I was 
a boy, I decided to run away from 
home. My family wasn’t treating 
me right, I thought. You know, 
sometimes all of us feel like that. 
So with some other boys I ran 
away from home. I was out all 
night long. We were supposed to 
go to another city to stay, but I 
got sick and tired of it before we 
could get out of Atlanta. At three 
o'clock in the morning I became 
lost, and wandered around trying 
to find my way back home. I 
wanted my bed. I ‘was’ worn, 
hungry, tired of it all. I had 
gotten my fill of that sort of 
thing. So just as fast as I could go, 
I headed back home. In thoge early 
morning hours I came in sight of 
our big old house sitting on the 
top of the hill. The/lights were as 
bright as they could be, and I 


felt that I was in for the biggest 


whipping I had ever had. My 
heart weighed just about a thou- 
sand pounds! Believe me, I knew 
I was a sinner when I walked 
back home. I knew the minute I 
hit that step that I was going to 
get a thrashing within an inch 
of my life. But all_night long my 
dear mother had been sitting up 
crying. When she heard me coming 
up the steps, she rushed out the 
door and with tears streaming, 
reached out and gathereq me up 
in her arms! She kissed my tears 
away, put me to bed, and I slept 
the sleep of the prodigal-son-come- 
home. 


When I turn to* the fifteenth 
chapter of Luke and read about the 
prodigal, I know it is the sweetest 
story ever told, the story of the 
boy who went down, down, down 
into sin until he came to himself 
and cried, “I will arise and go to 
my father,” ang went home to his 
father. When he saw the son 
coming, the father forgot his 
dignity and ran out, and kissed 
him tenderly, welcomed him home 
and said, “Bring hither the fatted 
calf, and kill it; and let us eat, 
and be merry: For this my son was 
dead, and is alive again; he was 
lost, and is found” (Luke 15:23. 
24). That is the sweetest story 
ever told because it illustrates the 
truth that God wants to _ save 
sinners. 


But do not get any false ideas 
about the love of God! Multitudes 
are staying away from God, not 
caring anything about Him, not 
even thinking about coming back 
to Him. 

God Is Holy 

God is not only love; God is 
holy. We read that “God is light, 
and in him is no darkness at all” 
(I John 1:5). Remember, you can 
Sin against love. You can _ sin 
against the love of God. 


Not long ago a man died a 
drunkard. On his death-bed he lay 
screaming, “The demons! The 
demons! The demons!” Do not tell 
me, sinner, that demons do not 
come for you when you die. That 
man died. A few days later his 
wife was talking to me. She had 
tears in her eyes, and my heart 
went out to her. I said, “You 
loved him, didn’t you?” 


She looked at me and then told 
me one of the strangest things I 
had ever heard. “Preacher, I loved 
the man I married. When I mar- 
ried him, he was sweet, clean, 
good, true to me. Everything was 
fine. 1 loved my husband who was 
pure ang clean. But then he began 
to drink and run with the wrong 
crowd. He would stay out all night. 
He crushed my love beneath his 
heel. No, sir, I did not love this 
man; I loved the man I married.” 

A husband can sin against the 
love of a wife and crush it. A child 
can sin against the love of par- 
ents and end up a murderer in 
the electric chair. And a man or 
woman, boy or girl, can sin 
against the love of God until God’s 
wrath is revealed and there is no 
remedy, and they are crushed be- 
neath the wrath of Almighty God! 

A God Of Fire 

Do not forget it: “Our God is a 
consuming fire.” What does that 
mean? It means that Gog is for- 
ever at war with sin! It means 
that there is something in God that 
hates sin, regardless of where He 
finds it. And He is going to reach 
out and strike it in anybody, no 
matter where He finds it. I tell 
you, I want to meet that God in 
peace. Talk about God being love 
—listen; in the Epistle to the 
Romans we read twelve different 
times the WRATH of God. 


Wrath 
“The wrath of*God.” “The wrath 
of God.” What is God angry 


about? God is angry with people 
who will not pay Him any atten- 
tion, will not pay any attention to 
His Word. “The wrath of Gog is 
revealed from heaven against all 
ungodliness and unrighteousness 
of men” (Rom. 1:18). Beloved, 
until a man bows his knee and 
accepts Jesus, until he begins to 
live a godly, holy life, that man 
knows nothing of the love of God. 
He is under the wrath of God. 
God's Word says, “He that be- 
lieveth not the Son ... the wrath 
of God abideth on him” (John 
3:36). That is the sure word of 
Scripture. People have joked about’ 
this truth of Scripture until they 
think they can forget Him; live 
just any way and get by with it: 
People do not read the Bible. They 


hear and believe false ideas. They 


believe in a “popular” theology 
that is absolutely untrue. People 
tell me sometimes, “Oh, well, God 
loves the sinner but hates his 
sin.” 

Sinners Responsible To God 

I tell you, that is like saying that 
the sinner is not responsible for 
his sin, when God holds every 
sinner responsible for his sin. In 
Psalms 7:11-13, I read some ter- 
rible words that owght: to make 
every man who is wrohg with God, 
tremble: “God is angry with the 
wicked every day. If he turn not, 
he will whet his sword; he hath 
bent his bow, and made it ready. 
He hath also prepared for him the 
instruments of death.” That means 
that God is getting ready all the 
instruments of death for those 
who reject Him. He is angry with 
the wicked every day. And brother, 
you cannot separate a man from 
his sins. You are responsible for 
your sins. God is going to hold 
you responsible. That idea that 
you are not responsible is foolish; 
it is not of God. God has a nature 
that hates sin, but He will save 
the sinner when he repents and 
takes Christ. 

People talk about the Old Testa- 
men God being a terrible God, a 
mean God, different from the God 
of the New Testament. But they 
have not really read the Old 
Testament (or the New Testament, 
either), or they would not say 
such a thing. 

A Fearful God 

I read in the New Testament 
that “it is a fearful thing to fall 
into the hands of the living God” 
(Heb. 10:31). What does that 
mean? Just what it says! What 
did it mean during the war when 
our airmen were (flying over 
Germany and they fell from the 
skies, were injured, and were 
taken by the Germans and placed 
in concentration camps? It meant 
that it was a fearful thing to fall 
into the hands of the Germans! Or, 
it was a fearful thing to fall in 
the hands of the Japs! It is a 
fearful thing to fall helplessly into 
the hands of an enemy. In Isaiah 
63:10 we read, “But they rebelled, 
and vexed his holy Spirit: there- 
foré he was turned to be their 
enemy, and he fought against 
them.” It is a fearful thing for a 
sinner not to get right with God 
and die in his sins, for him to fall 
into the hands of the living God, 


who is not only able, but will. 
carry out His threat! 
Vengeance 
“Vengeance is mine; I will 
repay, saith the Lord”. (Rom. 
12:19). You say, “Preacher, don't 


tell me that God is a God of ‘ven- 
geance.” God Himself says He is! 
He says that He will repay the 
man who hates Him to His face. 
And any man who is not for God, 
hates God. There will come a 
time when, reverently speaking, 
God will “roll up His sleeves and 
wade in,” and when He does, the 
sinner is gone. I have a sermon on 
“God’s Last Call.” There will 
come a time, God says, when He 
will laugh at the sinner’s calam- 
ity, and mock when his fear 
cometh (Prov. 1:26). Brother, -I 
would not play, would not trifle, 
with God. 1 would rather play with 
all the powers in the world than 
to play with the living God. I am 
not going to do it. 
Terror 

Paul cried out, “Knowing there- 
fore the terror of the Lord, we 
persuade men” (II Cor. 5:11). 
What is the terror of the Lord? 
God is not afraid of anybody! He 
is greater than all. He is the God 
of all flesh. God is almighty. ‘“The 
terror of the Lord” means the 


terror that will grip the heart of 


the impenitent sinner when he 
meets God, having refused to get 
right with God. Then he casts 
into hell. ~ 

Some say, “Preacher, you do not 
actually believe Godg will permit 
people.to be cast into the fire?” 
He says He will..And He means 
what He says. God says plainly 
that He will cast into Hell. 

Demands Holiness 

That fact leads me to this final 
remark about God: God demands 
holiness of everyone, everywhere. 
Now you get that! You go around 
here saying that Hendley ig a 
“holiness” preacher! I am! I am, 
brother, because the Bible teaches 
holiness, meaning conformity to 
God’s Word. You pick up this 
Bible and read it. God says, “Be 
ye holy, for I the Lord your God 
am holy.” Gog demands holiness 
of every person on the face of this 


earth, Better get right with God, 
brother, Better get rid of every- 
thing wrong in your life and get 
right with God! One day you are 
going to meet Him. One day you 
are going to fall into his hands of 
the living God! You can say, “God 
is love,” all you please, but when 
your soul slips into Hell and you 
see the terror of the lost souls, it 
is going to be a different story. 


Hi. Juvenile Delinquency 


You cannot understand juvenile 
delinquency unless you understand 
God. I have gone up and down this 
land and have seen juvenile delin- 
quency. J. Edgar Hoover of the 
Federal Bureau of Investigation, 
said that in the first.year after 
the war ended, crime among 
juveniles increased 100.2 per cent. 
Think of that! 100.2 per cent! 


Crime among youngsters is 
abounding. Mr. Hoover said, in 
effect: “I am hard to scare. I am 


hard to horrify. But the things that 
teen-age boys and girls are doing 
today horrify even me, and I have 
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God -- and Sinning America

been dealing with criminalg all 
these years.” 

We have a juvenile crime wave 
such aS we have never known 
before. During the first world war, 
professional unclean women fol- 
lowed the camps of the soldiers 
up and down the land. During this 
last war, however, it was not just 
professional unclean women, but 
boys and girls out of some of the 
best homes in America. I have 
learned something about crime in 
these past several years as I have 
traveled around this country, and 
particularly during the war days 
and during these present days, 


In an evangelistic campaign in 
a Southern city God gave a 
wonderful revival among the 
young people. Many accepted Jesus. 
I will never forget what. the 
preacher came and said: “Do you 
remember that girl who came up 
and talked to you at the close?” 

I said, “Yes.” 


He said, “That was one of the 
most shameful cases we ever 
knew. She is the daughter of a 
deacon, And while her mother was 
out in the afternoon in the mov- 
ing picture shows, this girl joined 
a club for boys and girls, a club 
that a girl could not join until she 
had surrendered her virtue. And 
they actually found photographs 
of those boys and girls without a 
stitch of clothing on, and_ the 
whole shameful, rotten, dirty 
thing came out into the open for 
the whole community to know.” 


A mother in the moving picture 
show while her daughter is going 
to Hell! 

I have a friend in Florida, a 
man of God, the pastor of a 
church. He said that literally all 
over this city there are Clubs for 
teen-age boys and girls for pur- 
poses of sin. They get together in 
the afternoons and live in the 
vilest iniquity. Now my friend was 
not joking. As I travel about I 
have to live in the hotels, and be- 
lieve. mé, artyone who lives in them 
knows what I mean. 

In one’ hotel just young people 
hada party one night. First, there 
were drinks; then there were dirty 
jokes; then God only knows what 
until the early hours of the morn- 
ing. Then they sneaked out, you 
know—criminals that they were— 
into the dark. They did not want 
to be seen. But God saw, and it 
is written down in the books for 
the judgment day. God is a holy 
God. Some day He will require 
that which is past. Oh, what an 
awful thing it is goimtg to be! 
Such hotel-room parties go on all 
the time, in shameless sin. That 
night, in the room next to mine, a 
man was talking with a girl. He 
was asking her how far she would 
go! In that very room was a man 
whose job it was to prey on human 
flesh, to traffic in human flesh—a 
white-slaver. 

Many a girl has played around 
in sin and has awakened to find 
herself doped, and yonder in a 
house of shame, ruined forever. 
Because of her shame, she will not 
go back to her parents. I am 
warning you about what is going 
on in this land. 

Teen-agers! 

I remember also the conditions 
in a large Southern city where I 
conducted a meeting. During the 
war it was one of the most 
iniquitous places.on the face of the 
earth. I would not, for anything in 
the world, let my wife go out un- 
chaperoned there. I talked to the 
chaplain at the Port of Embarka- 
tion and he said to me, “I go into 
the courts, and the girls that you 
see walking up and down the 
streets with the sailors, the girls 
who are seen on the side of the 
road at night, will come into the 
courtroom and look the judge in 
the face. He fines them for their 
crime; they go out laughing and 
smirking, right on back into their 
sin, only to be dragged in again. 
And they are sixteen-year-old 
girls, teen-age girls! Some of them 
are from good homes. They are 
girls who think it an “honorable” 
thing to follow the service men 
and give themselves to the lusts 
of the flesh. 

Yes, Hell broke loose during the

war. Never before have we seen. 


it just like that. ‘Such an army 
of youngsters in iniquity and 
_vilest sin! There is a revolt among 


young people against God. America 
has something on her hands, 
: Hiuman Dogs 

In a city of Virginia, just in 
back of the parsonage and the 
church where I was preaching, 
there was a WAAC camp. The 
preacher told me, ““The things that 
we see On the lawns of my pastor- 
ium here and around the church, 
when we get.out of church at 
night, are unmentionable _ sin, 
people living like dogs.” In Reve- 
lation, chapter 21, Gog was not 
talking about four-footed dogs; He 


was talking about’ two-footed 
dogs, human beings living like 
dogs. Listen to me, brother: if 


you love this country of ours, if 
you love this nation of ours, you 
pray as you have never prayed 
before for the cities of America. 

During the war, I held a meet- 
ing in a great port city. I talked to 
British sailors, I talked to Amer- 
ican sailors—men who had been 
all over the world. Those men 
told me there wasn’t a sink of 
iniquity on the globe like that 
city during the war. As I came to 
my hotel one night after a revival 
meeting, I saw in front of the 
hotel an eighteen-year-old boy 
wrapped around a lightpost. I 
thought of my boy as I looked at 
him, and I said, “O God, I would 
rather bury him fifty times than 
to find him like that!” Many a 
mother’s boy did not come back 
the same boy that he was when 
he left. I did not see any policemen 
or controls. No one was trying to 
find them. The city was as wide 
open as any hell-hole of famed 
western history had ever been. 
That city was a blot on the pride 
of America. And the same with a 
lot of other cities. I am telling you, 
God knows about it ang He is 
going to do something about it. 
America must repent of her sins 
and get right with God. 

Our army authorities condoned 
sin. I know what I am _ talking 
about. I have a brother who fought 
in the battle of Okinawa. Thank 
God, he came back! I know some- 
thing of the suffering in the army. 
I talked with a boy who was in 
three engagements in the Pacific, 
and he came back ina pretty bad 
condition. He helped hold those 
beaches and fight those Japs. He 
knows what a Hell it was. He said 
to me, “Hendley, they haq vessels 
bringing in beer and liquor when 
we did not have proper food to 
eat. Uncle Sam saw that the beer 
and liquor got through.” Many a 
boy came back a sot drunkard. 

One morning my wife said, “The 
janitor just called to say that a 
soldier had somehow gotten into 
vour study and has been sitting 
there all night long, with a liquor 
bottle on the desk.” Right away 
I went down to see him. He looked 
in my face and said, “Preacher, I 
just had to see you. I was over in 
France, an the last thing I saw 
was one of my buddies blown to 
bits when a shell hit him, and he 
just disappeared. Then I came 
home to find my daddy dying. He 


}was the superintendent of a Sun- 


day school ang the godliest man I 
ever knew.” 

I could: tell that his father’s 
death had broken his heart. I said, 
“What can I do for you?” 

“Preacher, liquor has got me. I 
have been drinking steadily for 
three months; I know I can’t go 
on like thig without killing myself 
and going to Hell.” 

I have seen delirious men, but 
this man wasn't delirious. Many a 
boy just like that came back from 
the war a drunkard. You can’t 
tell me that God isn’t going to 
punish America! Is the living God 
pleased with liquor stores? With 
houses of sin and shame? No, He 
is not pleased with them, and we 
are going to pay. We are going to 
pay with blood. If you are one 
who drinks your beer and liquor, 
as you are drinking it down I 
hope you will see the blood of 
some soldier. I do not want to be 
among those who are to blame for 
this war. Everyone tries to get 
free of’ the blame of this war. 
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Don’t blame Hitler. God is going 
to lay the blame at the door of 
everyone who has not repented of 
sin, 

Young Mother 


Many a girl went wrong during 
the war, Not long ago a young 
woman came into my study weep- 
ing. I said ‘“‘What is the matter?” 


“Preacher, my husband is over- 
Seas fighting for his country. We 
have a precious little boy whom 
he has never seen, and the other 
day he wraqte me and said, ‘When 
I come home, I hope you will be 
as clean and pure as Iam. I am 
trying to stay clean and pure.’ 

Again she began to weep. ““Why 
are you crying?” I asked. 

She said, “I thought, ‘What is 
the use of being a wallflower?’ I 
wanted to have a little fun, so I 
went out with the crowd. We 
began to drink cocktails, then we 
began to go to roadhouses and I 
fell into sin. Then I took just 
anyone who would come along. 
But then I met a preacher's son 
and he said to me, ‘You are not 
used to this sort of thing. You 
Ought to come clean with God. 
Promise me you will go to church 


next Sunday night.’ Preacher, 
that is why I am here. I want to 
get right. with God. When my 


husband comes home, I want to be 
able to look him in the face.” 

Oh, if you do not believe there 
is a Hell, you should have seen 
the look on that young woman's 
face! Brother, there is no more 
doubt about © Hell to come than 
there is about a hell people are 
living in now. 

One of our boys who was in the 
liberation of Paris, told me this: 
“Preacher, I was actually ashamed 
of being an American. I was 
ashamed of being a human being. 
When we had taken Paris, there 
in’ the broad daylight, on the 
streets and in the parks, we saw 
sin— dirty, rotten, horrible, wide- 
open sin such as dogs would never 
do. I was never so ashamed in 
all my life.” Listen to me: some- 
thing is dead wrong if we ignore 
that situation. 

Delinquency is not only among 
young people. I was preaching in 
a certain city in Nebraska, and a 
woman of about sixty years of 
age came to me, with tears cours- 
ing down her cheeks. I said, 
“What is wrong, lady?” 

She said, “Preacher, I have been 


other day we had to get right, 
that we are facing death and judg- 
ment and Hell.” 

I jooked that woman in the face 
and I said, “‘Woman, if you value 
your soul, you get right with 
God!”

Thieves 

I could go on and on, béloved, 
but I want to mention just one 
more thing, something that oc- 
curred in my own community the 
other day. A man missed two 
watches.

There were some boys 
in that gang whom we never would 
have dreamed were guilty.

Ill. Cause of Juvenile Crime 

What is the cause of this great 


tidal wave of juvenile sin in 
America? It is not confined 
only to juveniles; it is alarming 


among adults. What  is_ the 
cause ? 

: The Home | 

The first cause is ‘in the home. 
Where are the family altars? 
At home we have neglected read- 
ing the Bible and praying. The 
fear of God is not in our chil- 
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living with a man twenty-six | 
years. We never took the trouble 
to be married. I told him the 


dren’s hearts, so why should they 
fear anybody else? #£xTherefore. 
they go right on to Hell. The 
greatest task we have is to teach 
our children to fear God and the 
Bible and to pray. So many 
people have gotten away from 
having family altars. 

Something else: there is very 
little discipline in the homes any- 


more. God's Word says, “He 
that spareth the rod hateth his 
son” (Prov. 13-24). You can 


send your child’s soul to Hell by 
neglecting discipline. God says 
for us to discipline our children. 
In these days it is the children 
who tell the parents what to do 
instead of the parents telling the 
children. We need discipline and 
family altars. The major break- 
down is in the home. 
The School 

The second trouble is in the 
school. The school is largely 
responsible for what our children 
learn. .We cannot sit back and 
let the teachers tell our children 
that the Bible ig filled with 
myths, then expect them to fear 
God and sin. Many are taught 
that God did not create man, as 
it is written in Genesis, but that 


man evolved from monkeys, 
which is contrary to the Word. 
When our children lose respect 


for the Bible and their fear of 
God, why shouldn’t they go on 
down to Hell? 

Recently, in a revival meet- 
ing a lady said to me, “Preacher, 
what are you going to do if your 
children do not believe the first 


three chapters of Genesis?” I 
said, “I am going to tell them 
that they must believe God's 


Word if they expect to go to 
Heaven.” Listen; when you come 
to die, all the books in the worid 
cannot keep you out of Hell, but 
this Book can! That poor 
woman told me the sad story of 
her daughter. In the schoolroom 
the teacher had taught evolution 
instead of creation by God, as re- 
corded in Genesis. There God 
said that He created man in His 
own tmage and breathed into his 
nostrils the breath of life, and 
man became living soul. That 
daughter's faith in the Bible was 
totally wrecked, and pretty soon 
She fell into sin. A _ precious 
child was born, but the girl ts 
branded the rest of her days. 
Her life is blasted; her soul is on 
its way to Hell. In the school 
room she lost her faith. I would 
tremble to meet God if I were 
teaching contrary to this Book. 
If you are doing it, you had 
better repent. I would rather 
quit such teaching and go to 
Heaven, than to teach and go to 
Hell. Any man who defies the 
Word of God will have to answer 


to God. Think about the young 
people today whose souls are 
being corrupted in the _ schools 


that teach that rotten doctrine! 
The Churches 
Another cause of juvenile de- 
linquency today is found in the 
churches. There is no doubt 
about it. Brethren, listen to me: 
we cannot stand up in the pulpit 
and never mention anything 
about. sin, death, judgment, Hell, 
eternity, and right living, with- 
out our congregations going on 
in sin, to Hell! We can’t do it. 
In many places you can go to 
preaching services and _ never 
hear a word about sin. 
A woman who was convicted 
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of her sins over the radio, _told 
me, “For years I sang in the 
choir and went to church, but 
the pastor never said a word that 
would convict me of my sins. 1] 
Sat there and sang hymns, even 
invitation hymns, and all the 
while I was carrying on an af- 
fair on the _ side.” Well, she 
didn’t carry on an affair after 
that night; she came to Christ. 
The Word of God uncovered her 
sins, and she bowed humbly and 
repented “before -God. I am for 
my preacher friends. I thank 
God for them. But let me say 
this—and every honest preacher 
here wil) endorse it—any preach- 
er who stands in the pulpit and 
never warns a sinner of his 
wicked ways and never preaches 
the whole counsel of God, is not 
worthy of the name of a servant 
of God! 

A very outstanding theologian 
said to me one night after I had 
poured out my soul, trying te 
bring God’s message, “Hendley, 
I feel like you are doing some 
of our preaching for us.” Oh, 
my brother preacher! None of 
us can be responsible for an- 
other’s ministry. God saya, 
“Hear the word at my mouth, 
and give them warning from me. 
When I say unto the wicked, 
Thou shalt surely die; and thou 


givest him not warning, nor 
speakest to warn the wicked 
from his wicked way, to save 


his life; the same wicked man 
shall die in his iniquity; but his 


blood will I require at _ thine 
hand” (Ezek. 3: 17, 18). God 
have mercy on any preacher who 
must meet Him and the souls 
who have sat before Him whom 
he has never warned! If they 


slip into Hell without any dan- 
ger signal having been thrown 
before them, God have mercy on 
such a preacher! God says, “He 
that hath my word, let him 
speak my word faithfully.” A 
preacher can stand in the pulpit 
and preach fifty-two Sundays oz

Listen; you cannot be around 
dirty things without soul and 
mind being defiled.

Brother, the movies are going to 
Hell . Paul plainly says in I

wife.” All over Hollywood they 
do it and some of you just “eat 
it up.” I defy any theatre-goer 
in this room, not convinced, to 
get your Sunday paper, tear out 
the advertisements on the movie 
page, bring them to me with their 
suggestive titles and with the lust 
that is portrayed, then let us look 
them over and honestly ask God if 
He is pleased with it. Will you 
do that? Lust! The whole movie 
industry is wrapped up in 
the word lust. No child of God, 
wanting to walk with God, will go 
to the moving picture shows. Boys 
and girls everywhere go to the 
movies, sit and take it all in, ther 
go out and do everything they see 
suggested in the movies, with all 
the vice and sin. 
Dress 

The way women dress is some- 
thing else that is a curse before 
God today. God did not intend 
for women to dress like men. Lis- 
ten to me: “The woman shall not 
wear that which pertaineth unto 
aman” (Deut. 22:5). That isn’t 
the preacher talking; that is the 
Word of the Living God. And 
you are going to meet Him when 
you die. Women, when you dress 
like a man, you are an abomina- 
tion unto the law of your God. 
That is what He says. Women 
today.are dressing immodestly. 
Last summer as I drove up and 
down the highways I saw women 
on the road in shorts and so in- 
sufficiently clothed that it was 
shameful to a man. Don’t tell me 
that that is pleasing to God who 
says, “Be ye holy, for I the Lord 


days all the actresses and all other 
women who portray sin and lust 
are going to answer for every 
evil thought they have created in 
che mind of man. Woman, you 
are responsi.le for every evil 
-hought you create in the mind 
of a man. 


Women and Liome 


Women are working today, but 
God never intended that 
should work like men. God's Word 
says that He wills that women be 
‘discreet, chaste, keepers at 
heme.” That is God's will. But 
during the war we put the women 
in war plants, and v’e will never 
know until eternity the Hell that 
came out of that. 


A girl said to” me, “Brother 
Hendley, I want you to pray that 
my mother will come home.” 1 
said to her, “Where is she?” ‘She 
said, “In Detroit working in a 
war plant.” 

“Well, somebody had to do it,’ 
you say. Friend, God never in- 
tended for women to take the 
place of men. 

I have a deacon who worked 
in Bell Bomber Plant. There were 
22,000 working there at one time. 
Many of them were women in 
slacks, in men’s clothing -— an 
abomination in the sight of God. 
That man said, “Hendley, only 
eternity will reveal the sin that 
came out of that place.” Men and 
women worked side by side and 
God only knows what went 
[ have observed that when a 
woman goes out fighting the 
world, like a man has to fight it 
every day, many times she be- 
comes loud, coarse, profane and 
everything unfeminine. Every- 
thing that real men appreciate in 
a woman will be gone. Isn't that 
right, men? Some of us just do 
not like to hear women curse. We 
just do not like to see women 
smoke. We just do not like to 
see them dress like men. We want 
to put them on a pedestal. We 
still want to look up to a woman 
as something just a little better 
than We are. That is, some of us 
still feel that way. We ‘vere rear- 
ec to respect women. We do not 
want them looking like men. We 
do not want the coarse, the loud, 
the profane. And God _ doesn’t 
either. God never planned it that 
way. When the whole story is 
told, we are going to find that 
more iniquity came from putting 
women into the war than we know 
anything about. 

The Dance 

Then there is the dance. Oh, 
the souls that have heen defiled 
by the modern dance! 

The Law is Weak 

Then there is not enough law 
enforcement today. To my sor- 
row I have found out that we do 
not always have very strict law 
enforcement any more. There are 
not police forces adequate to take 
care of the crime wave. I know 
what I am talking about. A per- 
son can violate the law and yet 
have a good chance to get by with 
it. We are living in an age of 
lawlessness. and disrespect for 
authority, especially among ju- 
veniles. . 
Unclean Literature 

Another thing is the kind of lit- 
erature on the newsstand today. 
It is one of the great causes of 
juvenile delinquency. You cannot 
read dirty books. and be clean boys 
and girls, men and women. I read 
in my Bible, not “Blessed-are the 
pure in hands,” or “Blessed are 
the pure in tongues,” or, “Blessed 
are the pure in feet,” but “Blessed 
are the pure in heart, for they 
shall see God.” You have to be 
clean in heart and in mind to walk 
with God. You cannot be clean 
and read salacious literature from 
the newsstands. You cannot read 
all those defiling magazines and 
walk with God. God demands 
holiness: of every human being, 
and don’t be afraid of that word 
holiness. Holiness is simply con- 
formity to God’s will, simply liv- 
ing a life pleasing to God. 

IV. Cure for Delinquency 

There is only one cure for this 
tidal wave of iniquity, and that is 
judgement, the judgement of re- 
vival or the coming of the Lord. 
I hope it will be revival. A re- 
vival is a time of judgment, a

there that displeases God; a time 
whn people turn from their sins 
and begin to live for God with all 
their heart, and seek to please 
Him. There are signs of revival 
in America thank God, and it is 
the only hope of being saved from 
another bloodbath. God will not 
permit America to go on freely in 
her sins! We must have revival 
or horrible judgment! 


When nations sin, God punishes 
aations. The only thing we can 
do is judge ourselves, give up all 
Known sin in our lives, surrender 
to the Lord Jesus Christ, and cry 
to God for revival to swecp Amer- 
ica! But we will never have re- 
vival until a nucleus of Christians 
give up every Known sin and every 
worldly thing. .God bearing me 
witness, in every city where I go 
to hold a meeting, I cry day and 
night, on my face before God, 
“God, save this city!” We will 
never have a revival in any city 
until individuals give up known 
sins and get clean before God, get 
to work for God and cry to Him 
daily for a great revival to sweep 
the church, and sweep that city 


and draw back the tidal wave of 
iniquity! 

You say, “Do you believe a re- 
vival is coming?” 1 tell you I 


believe it can come. I believe it 
can come here. If every person in 
this room will give up = every 
known sin, everything that is 
questionable, everything that is 
wrong, and get right with God 
get on fire for God, begin to obey 
God, begin to cry mightily to Him 
for a revival, then God will send 
a revival. There is some evidence 
of it over the land. In our union 
campaign, thank God, souls 
streamed to the Lord Jesus Christ. 
People are hungry for God. In some 
many places this is so. Wherever 
you find Christians coming togeth- 
er and putting on a revival cam- 
paign in some. neutral place, God 
shakes that city and saves a mul- 
titude of souls and they go into the 
churches, and that city’s tendency 
is to revive. 

Recently when I was in Ala 
bama ih a meeting, we left there 
a crowd of young people doing 
soul-winning work for Jesus. 
Evangelists are being raised up 
of God, and there is evidence. of 
revival in many places. But re- 
vival is on a pitifully small scale 
now, and the flame needs to be 
fanned by the devotion of every 
true child of God who will get 
right with Him. We must have 
revival—or, what? The end of 
the age and e.ernal wrath! I say 
to you, beloved, we cannot go on 
as we are going without soon com- 
ing to the end of the age. We 
canot bear this tidal wave of in- 
iquity without the wrath of God 
being poured out upon us. I am 
more fearful of this day in which 
we are living than of any other 
time that I can remember. What 
is coming? The tribulation period. 
The time of world-wide war, na- 
tion, lifting up sword against na- 
tion, such as we never have 
dreamed, making this last war 
look like a trifling thing. 

In the book of Revelation we 
read that 800,000,000 people will 
die in forty-two months. A fourth 
of the earth, then a third of the 
earth, will be cut off in the terri- 
ble wrath of God which will be so 
terrible that Jesus said if He did 
not cut it short by His return, no 
flesh would be left alive on the 
face of this earth. Oh, brethren, 
the world is in for it! There will 
be world-wide famine when the 
heavens will be shut up for forty- 
two months and there will be no 
rain. Nothing but famine and 
pestilence will cover the _ earth.

What Happened in the Traverse Trench 


Away out in the old Somme re- 
gion was a trench which we used 
to call Traverse Trench, It was 
one of those horrid bits of trenches 
which none of us liked for we 
generally ran up against some- 
thing dirty there. One morning 
we were holding the line in that 
trench and came in for the usual 
shelling, which, however, got 
more intense, and presently the 
Officer in charge, evidently anti- 
cipating an enemy attack, gave 
the order to “stand to,” and we 
had to jump up and line the firing 
step. 

Traverse Trench was very thin- 
ly held for the big Somme battles 
had sadly depleted our unit. In a 
stretch of trench for which a hun- 


dred men were needed we only 


had twenty, but we stood on the 
firing step waiting for “Jerry” to 
show himself. The shells were 
bursting all-around us, and pres- 
ently there was a black cloud as 
a shell burst and pieces of shrap- 
nell came whizzing past us, and 
poor Bert S——— fell like a log. 
Tiny Jim (6 ft. 3 in.) and another 
chap jumped down and picked him 
up, but they saw at a glance that 
it was a hopeless case. There 
was not a dressing station near 
and stretcher bearers were far too 
scarce at that time, so if you 
were hit you just had to remain 
where you were until things quiet- 
ened down, or the men could be 
spared to carry you away. So Tiny 
Jim and some other fellows got 


hold of some empty sand-bags and | 


an old coat, and laid Bert on them 
in the bottom of the trench to die. 

Back on the firing step they 
got, but they had not been there 
long when Tiny Jim was startled 


by a voice behind him saying, 


“Can you tell me the way to heav- 
en?” 


Tiny Jim jumped down again 
beside Bert and said, “The way 
to heaven? 1am sorry, chum, but 
I don’t know the way, but I'll ask 


the other fellows and find out if 
they know.” 


Not One in Sixteen Knew 

He returned to the firing step 
and walked along to the next man 
and asked him, but he did not 
know; so he went further and 


asked the next man, but he did not 
know either, —~ 


This man was the last one in 
the fire-bay, so Tiny Jim jumped 
down, walked around the trench 
around the traverse into the next 
fire-bay, jumped up on the firing 
step and told the fourth man what 
had happened. No. 4 was no bet- 
ter than the rest of us, so he-tried 
No. 5; No. 5 tried No. 6, and No. 
6 asked No. 7. It was with the 
Same result; none of them knew 
the way to heaven. 


Then No. 7 jumped from the fir- 
ing step and around the traverse 
into the next post and tackled No. 
8. He did not know. So it went 
on, along Traverse Trench from 
man to man. “Bert S—— is dy- 
ing. He wants to know the way 
to heaven. Can you tell him the 
way?”’ The question had _ got 
right along the trench now to No. 
16, but out of those sixteen fel- 
lows not one of them knew the 
way to heaven. Just think of it! 
Sixteen young fellows brought up

nationally with $7,700,000,000 
annually, or $21,000,000 daily, 


spent on liquor plus costs incurred 


from the police, hospitals, insane 
asylums, accidents, sick benefits, 
unemployment insurance, etc. In 


the best (?) year only $2,500,000, - 
000 wag received as tax revenue. 

Physically, alcohol is America’s 
most deadly scourge, greater than 
the diseases which merit annual 
drives in the name of humanity to 
stamp them out -—~ infantile par- 
alysis, cancer, etc., yet no one 
bothers about this. Cancer costs 
the nation only $900,000,000 
annually in contrast to the above 
figures. Alcohol addiction causes 
more deaths than any of the 
thirty-one infectious diseases with- 
out evoking a public murmur while 
a rare disease that kills half a 
dozen in some remote place Causes 
national alarm. We strain at gnats 
and swallow the camel, hump and 
all. We sit on a volcano to swat a 
fly. If alcoholism is a disease, as 
we are being told today, why isn't 
something being done to remove 
the cause? Nobody ever got the 
disease without drinking. But it 
isn’t a disease! It is-a sin against 
God and humanity and according 
to our Bible punishable by eternal! 
torments, 

Morally, what is the picture ? 
With over 700,000 licensed outlets 
in America, eleven to every 
church; with four times aS many 
bootleg stills now as during pro- 
hibition (repeal didn’t stamp out 
these): with over fifty million 
drinkers; with. per capita con- 
sumption as high as 23.5 gallons 
in one state and a saloon for every 
53 persons; it is little wonder that 
insanity is increasing twice as fast 
as the population; that in some 
areas there is one divorce for every 
three marriages (73% of all 
divorces attributable to drink); 
that the institution of the home 
and the sanctity of marriage go 
crashing down in ruins. 

Nationally, America has no 
moral right to waste or misuse the 
58,000,000 bushels of vital graines 
in one year for liquor which could 
have prevented the starvation of 
millions of persons throughout the 
world. All this is in the face of 


_ the fact that distillers have about 


400,000,000 gallons of whiskey and 
spirits on hand which, according 
to Alcohol Tax Unit, is enough to 
maintain sales for years. Add to 
this the 4,000,000 bushels of vital 
cereals the brewers use each 
month. There can be no justifica- 
tion for such inhumanity to man. 

“The nation . .. that will not 
serve thee shall perish’ (Isa. 
60:12). Impiety and drunkeness in 
Babylon, 539 B. C., brought the 
“handwriting on the wall.” Drink 
occasioned the downfall of France 
in Napoleon’s day and again in 
1940. “The excessive consumption 
of alcohol by the French soldiers 
during the eight months before the 
German offensive was responsible 
for the collapse of the French 
front” (Le Temps, Paris, Aug. 10, 
1940). Who can offer one word in 
defense of the devastating roll 
drink played in the fall of Singa- 
pore. Who can deny that Alcohol 
reigned in Pearl Harbor the night 
before Dec. 7, 1941, and paved the 


way for a major defeat to 
America. 
Milton once said, “A nation is 


a person and accountable to God.” 
Then God pity our liquor-soaked 
nation of drunkards, if an Abra- 
ham Lincoln, some twentieth 
century emancipator, some states- 
man, arise not within our berders 
to deliver from this monstrous 
enemy of the home, church and 
state; and internal enemy com- 
pared to which, Benedict Arnold 
and Quisling were noble patriots. 
Well might we heed the advice of 
our much beloved General Persh- 


ing, “Banish the entire liquor 
industry from the VU. 5S. Close 
every saloon, every brewery. 


Supress drinking by severe punish- 
ment to the drinker and if neces- 
sary, death to the seller and 
maker, or both, as TRAITORS.” 

A sincere repentance toward 
God and a return to the “Faith of 
our. Fathers” will witness the

poor Bert S—-— “The Way.” 
When you have soldiered to- 

gether in England, trained to- 

gether, gone overseas’ together, 


ana faced the dangers and hard- 
ships of active service, you become 
pals, and when you see an old 
friend dying and you cannot help 
him it goes hard. In peacetime, 
in England, if you had asked us 
the way to heaven, we would have 
all told you some sort of a way, 
but when a pal is dying on the 
battlefield and he wants to know 
the way to heaven, well, somehow 
it is different. What you. think 
and what you guess, and what 
you can make up, just won't do. 
Oh! no, when a fellow is dying 
like that, he wants the real thing. 

At any rate, the fellows in Tra- 
verse Trench were too honest and 
too decent to say they knew when 
they did not know . No, with all 
our faults, not one of us would 
have told an old pal like Bert S 
a lie in his dying moments. Many 
a time since that day, I have 
wondered over here in Christian 
Engiand, if I picked out sixteen 
people at random and asked them 
if they could tell me the way to 
heaven whether any of them could. 
Not just your ideas, your views, 
your opinions, but could you turn 
me to the Old Book and give me 
chapter and verse for God's Way 
of Salvation, the only way to 
heaven, God's way? 

I sometimes think of the differ- 
ent ways to heaven that [ have 
heard. I have stood on the parade 
ground when the chaplain has told 
us that if we died in battle, we 
should go to heaven. We have 
gone straight up into the line, and 
have gone “over the top” and 
within a few hours scores and 
scores of those men have passed 
into eternity. Such chaplains will 
have something to answer for in 
the Judgment Day. Thank God 
for those chaplains who do know 
the way and are not ashamed to 
preach it boldly and faithfully to 
officers and private alike.

Some will tell you to turn over 
a new leaf, but when a man is 
dying in a trench, that sort of 
talk is no good. Others will tell 
you that you must be christened 
and confirmed, and take the sac- 
rament, but when poor Bert S-—— 
was dying in Traverse Trench, it 
was no good talking to him like 
that. Others tell you to do the 
best you can, say prayers, read 
your prayer book or your Bible, 
but Bert only had a few minutes 
to live. No, what he needed was 
a salvation, a Saviour to come 
and meet him in his dire, desper- 
ate need. However, none of us 
knew what to tell him, and <9 No. 
16 jumped off the firing step and 
went rushing on down Traverse 
Trench to see if anyone else knew 
the way. 


He had to go a.good way, for 
the next post was a machine-gun 
post. A machine-gunner was 
there all alone with his gun, his 
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A few mornings ago I came 
to my office just a little bit dis- 
couraged, Our payroll at 
Greenville, South Carolina, 
where we have seventeen mag- 
nificent, modern university 
buildings now under construc- 
tion, was running pretty heavy 
and money was coming in just 
a little slow.
